CoMPOSED FROM THE SCRIPTURES. 


Not in the words which man's wiſdom teacheth, but 
which the Holy Spirit teacheth, comparing ſpiritual 


things with ſpiritual. 1 Cor. ii. 13, 
Tord, teach us te pray. Luxs zi. 1. 
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As the following prayers are com- 
poſed in ſcripture language, it is pre- 
ſumed that the materials will be un- 
exceptionable to chriſtians of all deno- 
minations. But as to the choice and 
arrangement of theſe, the Reader muſt 
judge for himſelf. 
There are only three methods of 
prayer, viz. reading, repeating, and ex- 
tempore effuſions. They who have 
been accuſtomed to the firſt, may uſe 
the following prayers without any 
reaſonable objection: for by reading 
them with a ſerious and devout heart, 
every pious ſentiment and virtuous af- 
fection recommended in the holy ſcrip- 
tures may be excited, improved, and 
confirmed. This method of prayer

may be highly uſeful to thoſe in par- 
ticular, whoſe circumſtances in life 
will not allow them much time to fur- 
niſh their underſtandings with a large 
ſtock of religious knowledge, and who 
cannot expreſs themſelves with propri- 
ety of language. A conſcious defict- 
Ency in theſe two reſpects is probably 
one reaſon, why many chriſtians live in 
an almoſt total neglect of prayer. For 
ſarely it would be much better for 
thoſe who are weak in the faith, and 
know little of religion, to kneel de- 
voutly, and read ſeriouſly, in their clo- 
ſets or in their families, the following 
prayers, than not to pray at all. Be- 
{ides, the daily reading of theſe prayers 
would gradually encreaſe their know- 
ledge in religion, bring to their remem- 
brance the various duties of the chriſ- 
tian life, and improve their minds in 
every holy and virtuous diſpoſition, 
As for thoſe who ſcruple at the read- 
ing of prayers, and chooſe only to re- 
peat them from memory, the following 
may be of great uſe, as they furniſh the 
reader with great variety, in a language 


familiar and unexceptionable to all.

Theſe materials may be arranged and 
diverſified a thouſand ways; the pray- 
ers may be lengthened or abbreviated 


according to pleaſure. | | 
But as there are many who are pre- 


judiced againſt reading, and find it too 


difficult to compoſe, to commit to me- 


mory, and to repeat their prayers in 
any great variety, and who therefore 


uſe no other forms of prayer but ſuch 
as their own memories, circumſtances, 
and internal feelings do immediately 
ſuggeſt to them; to theſe alſo, it is 
preſumed, the following prayers may 
be no leſs uſeful: for if they are only 
read frequently and with attention, 
the ſentiments and language therein 


contained will readily occur to the 


mind in the time of theſe extempore 


effuſions, and they will be able to ex- 


preſs themſelves with propriety upon 
every occaſion. | 

But though theſe different modes of 
prayer be uſed by different perſons, 


all the three ſeem to be uſeful upon 
different occaſions. To be confined 
entirely to reading 1s certainly wrong, 
as circumſtances may happen when it 
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may be highly proper to pray, and yet 
impoſſible to read. Moreover, an uni- 
form practice of reading Rifles all in- 
vention, renders memory uſeleſs, and 
ſuppreſſes many of thoſe pious ſenti- 
ments which naturally ariſe from in- 
ward feelings, and the endleſs variety 


of outward circumſtances. 


To pray always in a ſet form of 
words, pre-compoſed and committed to 
memory, is liable to the ſame objec- 
tions. Beſides, it requires a more te- 
nacious memory than is common to 
men, in order to afford that variety 
which the different circumſtances and 
Occurrences of life may require. It 
ought to be remembered alſo, that ex- 
tempore prayer requires a ready in- 
vention, a fluency of language, a fer- 
vour of devout affeQions, a delicacy of 
inward feelings, and a lively percep- 


tion of external circumſtances. With- 


out theſe it muſt be extremely languid, 
dull, and imperfect : for the mind is 
liable to great variations from diffe- 
rent cauſes. Its powers do not always 
act with the ſame vigour, nor is it al- 


ways in a tone or temper fit for devo- 


tion. 


— 
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tion. It is ſubject to great elevations 
and depreſſions. When in the fitua- 
tion laſt mentioned, extempore prayer 
will be attended with heſitation and + 
perplexity. In that caſe reading of 
prayer may be exceedingly uſeful, to 
excite deyout ſentiments, holy and vir- 
tuous affections, and to recover it from 
that depreſſion which formerly hung 
upon it. It will be found from expe- 
rience therefore, that by the frequent 
and ſerious reading of theſe prayers, | 
the memory will be furniſhed with 
ſuitable expreſſions upon every occa- 
ſion, the devout affections will be ele- 
vated, and the mind prepared for ſuch 
extempore effuſions as different cir- 
cumſtances and occaſions may require. 

As the general prayers in the firſt 
part are the longeſt, any one of thoſe 
in the ſecond or third parts may be 
| 9ſubjoined or inſerted into them as the 
reader thinks proper. By changing 
the plural number into the ſingular, 
they will ſerve for private as well as 
public devotion, een in a few ein- 
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KF _ fliances which every intelligent perſon 
will eaſily diſcern; ſo that they may 
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be uſed in the cloſet, in the family, or 
in the pulpit. 

In the following prayers there are 
none of thoſe obſcure and difficult doc- 
trines which divide and diſtinguiſh the 


different ſects of chriſtians. Or if there 


be, they are expreſſed in ſcripture lan- 
guage, and can give no offence to any 
party, as every one may underſtand 
them in what ſenſe he thinks beſt. 

Finally, the deſign of this collection 
is to aſſiſt and promote a ſpirit of de- 
votion, the practice of piety, virtue, 
and true religion among all chriſtians. 
It is intended as a feeble effort towards 
what may be done in this way to far 
greater perfection, by ſome more able 
and judicious hand,
